INVESTIGATOR OBSERVATIONS 

I, Sergeant Cleary, asked Deputy Edmund Anderson of the Firearms Section of Scientific 
Services Bureau if the suspect's weapon could have discharged if dropped on the cement outside 
the shed. Deputy Anderson told me that Raven Arms pistols are cheaply made and could easily 
discharge a round if dropped on a hard surface. In fact, several Raven Arms weapons he has 
tested have discharged simply from the force of the slide moving forward during firing (known as 
a "slam" discharge). 


WEAPONS USED BY DEPUTY PERSONNEL 
Sergeant Beamon was armed with a Beretta Model 92F, 9 mm pistol loaded with sixteen 
rounds 

. Deputy was armed with a Beretta Model 92FS, 9 mm pistol loaded with sixteen 
rounds 

LI Deputy Chavez was armed with a Heckler and Koch Model USP, .45 caliber pistol loaded 
with twelve rounds. 

The firearms were examined and tested by the Firearms Section of Scientific Services Bureau 

and found to be Department authorized weapons, in proper working order and containing 

Department authorized ammunition. 


NUMBER OF ROUNDS FIRED BY DEPUTY PERSONNEL 
A total of 21 rounds were fired by Deputy personnel during this incident. The number of rounds 
fired by each shooter is as follows:

Deputy : 0 was on patrol with his partner, Deputy Jorge Chavez, when they 
received a call to respond to a domestic violence situation where the vas armed with a 
firearm at [J Gemini Street, Valinda. The call instructed them to proceed to the call Code-3. 


Deputy aid, that on the way to the call, he and Deputy Chavez coordinated the 
response an assisting unit, manned by Deputy Edward Looney, A. In that the call for 
service indicated the suspect was armed with a handgun, it was decided that Deputy Looney 
would wait for Deputies fend Chavez to arrive before approaching the location. Once 
Deputies land Chavez arrived on the scene, Deputy Looney took up a containment 
position on the east side of the residence. 


Deputy said he contacted the suspect's | she told him that her | 
Suspect Hector Reyes, was despondent over a long-term industrial injury he had suffered, and 
had been drinking heavily in recent months. Mrs. [told Deputy that Suspect 
Hector Reyes had told her he was going to kill himself. Since Suspect Reyes kept firearms in the 
garage, she assumed he was armed, even though she had not seen a gun that night. Mrs. 
concluded by telling Deputy hat her НИ left the house.

Deputy шш... that, while he was speaking with Mrs. | Sergeant Beamon arrived at 
the call. They decided to clear the residence and property to make sure Suspect Hector Reyes 
was no longer there and it was safe for the Reyes to re-enter their house. Sergeant 
Beamon, Deputy Chavez and Deputy haa the| xit the house. They 
drew their weapons, entered the house and began clearing the residence room by room. They 
found no one else in the house. 


After clearing the residence, Deputies land Chavez, along with Sergeant Beamon went 
to the back yard of the residence to clear that area as well. Deputy said he heard a 
transmission over the radio from Deputy Looney. Deputy Looney said he could hear noises 
coming from the back yard. Deputies Ш Chavez and Sergeant Beamon went out a rear 
door into the back yard. Deputy SE said that in the back yard were several vehicles, a 
camper trailer and a wooden storage shed. 


They first cleared the area around the vehicles working from the east side of the yard toward the 
shed, which was in the southwest corner of the yard. As they approached the shed, Deputy 


said he saw the shed door was secured with a length of chain link and a padlock. 
Deputy| said the padlock was secured facing the inside of the shed door. 
Deputy (said he approached the shed door and pulled it open as far as he could. Inside 
he saw a male, matching the description of Suspect Reyes, sitting near the southwest corner of 
the shed. The male had his hands in his lap and was holding a black object in his right hand. 
Deputy — — said the object looked like a firearm, although it was hard to tell in the 
darkness. Deputy f tried to talk with the male, but he got no response. Deputy 


told Deputy Chavez and Sergeant Beamon about the male in the shed and said he thought the 
male may have committed suicide. 


Sergeant Beamon told Deputies and Chavez to retreat to a position of cover until they 
could be sure the male was no longer a threat to them. Deputy ШЕ: he and Sergeant 
Beamon took up a position behind a parked car to the east of the shed. Deputy Chavez was 
across from them, at the corner of the house. Once they had found cover, the three deputies 
called out to the male in the shed. After a few seconds, the male responded by yelling, “ Yeah, 
I’m here.” The three called out to the suspect to come out of the shed, but got no further 
response. 


Deputy ME said that Deputy Chavez had the better view of the shed door and was shining 
his flashlight at the door. While they were trying to convince the male to come out of the shed, 
Deputy Chavez’ flashlight began to dim. It the diminished light, Deputy aid he saw a 
muzzle flash approximately two to three feet from the ground coming from the shed door. 
Fearing for his life, and the lives of his partners, Deputy began firing at the shed. After 
a few seconds, the gunfire ceased and Deputy heard the male in the shed calling out that 
he had been hit. Deputy said he looked at the shed at saw a hand gun lying on the 
ground, just outside the door. He ordered the suspect to come out of the shed. The suspect used 
keys to unlock the padlock and exit the shed. The suspect was ordered to walk toward them. As

he did, Deputy Г Б he could see the suspect was bleeding from a wound to one of his 
legs. The suspect was taken into custody without incident. Deputy RE oed 
paramedics respond to treat the suspect's wounds. 


DEPUTY JORGE CHAVEZ 


Deputy Chavez statement is similar to the statement of Deputy with the following 
exceptions: 


Deputy Chavez said that, during the conversation with Mrs. | Mrs. ا‎ Hector Reyes 
told her he had a gun on his person and was going to harm himself with it, however she had not 
seen a firearm. Deputy Chavez asked Mrs. HB where Suspect Reyes kept his firearms. She 
told Deputy Chavez the guns were outside in the garage. 


Deputy Chavez said that after he, Deputy ш... Sergeant Beamon went into the back 
yard, they decided to clear the area from east to west. The shed where the suspect was found 
hiding was on the west side of the yard. Before starting to clear the back yard, Deputy Chavez 
was told by Deputy Looney the he had heard noises coming from the shed on the west side of the 
yard. This was also communicated to Deputy and Sergeant Beamon by radio. 


Once at the shed, Deput looked inside and told Deputy Chavez, "There's somebody 
there.” Deputy| aid there was a “guy” inside the shed and he might be “902A” [the 
radio code for a suicide]. Sergeant Beamon told them they might have a barricaded suspect and 
they should back up. Deputy Chavez moved to the south and took up a position near the house. 
Several attempts to contact the suspect were made by calling to him. At first, there was no 
response. Then the suspect called back, “What do you want?” Deputy Chavez said they told the 
suspect that they wanted him to come out of the shed with his hands up so they could talk to him. 
The suspect replied, “Why do I have to come out? I don’t want to come out.” 


The dialogue between the suspect and Deputy Chavez continued. Deputy Chavez said he told the 
suspect to show his hands and come out of the shed. The suspect said, “I can’t the door is too 
closed.” [Indicating there was not enough room for his to put both his hands out of the door at the 
same time] 


About this time, Deputy Chavez noticed his flashlight was beginning to dim. It was getting 
harder to see the shed door clearly. The deputies continued to demand the suspect place his 
hands out of the shed and come out. In the dimming light, Deputy Chavez noticed the suspect 
place one of his arms out of the door. In his hand was a dark object that looked like a firearm. 
Deputy Chavez heard one of his partners ask the suspect if he was holding a firearm. The 
suspect replied, “I have a .45.” Deputy Chavez said he repeatedly told the suspect to put the gun 
down and come out of the shed. 


A short time after seeing the firearm, Deputy Chavez saw a muzzle flash and heard a popping 
sound coming from the shed. In fear for his life and the lives of his partners, Deputy Chavez 
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dropped to one knee and returned fire. When the gunfire stopped, Deputy Chavez said he heard 
someone call out, “Hector, are you hit?” Suspect Reyes confirmed that he had been shot. 
Deputy Chavez said he put out emergency radio traffic that he had been involved in a shooting. 
Assisting deputies came into the back yard and one of them shined his flashlight a the shed door. 
Deputy Chavez saw a handgun on the ground just outside the shed door. The suspect used keys 
to unlock the shed door and exited the shed. He was taken into custody without further incident. 


SERGEANT JAMES BEAMON 
Sergeant Beamon’s statement is similar to the previous statements with the following exceptions: 


Sergeant Beamon said that after he and Deputies end Chavez took cover in the back 
yard, he called out to the suspect saying, “Hector, put your hands outside the door so we can see 
them.” This demand was ignored by the suspect. Sergeant Beamon told the deputies that this 
was a barricade situation and to make sure they had proper cover. Sergeant Beamon then saw a 
muzzle flash and heard a gunshot coming form the open shed door. Fearing for his life and the 
live of his partners, Sergeant Beamon returned fire. After several seconds, the gunfire ceased and 
he heard Suspect Reyes yelling out that he had been shot in the leg. Suspect Reyes unlocked the 
door and came out of the shed. As Suspect Reyes came out, Sergeant Beamon saw a handgun on 
the ground near the shed door. Suspect Reyes was taken into custody without further incident. 


WITNESS STATEMENTS 


All the witness statements are similar and are summarized below. Individual recollections to the 
shooting follow the summary. 


Once outside the residence, the witnesses were taken by deputies over to the family vehicle 
parked in their driveway at the south side of the residence. The back yard is on the north side of 
the residence. They had a partial view of the back yard, but could not see the shed. 


The witnesses knew the deputies were searching the house. Several minutes into the search they 
heard the deputies in the back yard yelling. They could not understand what was being said. 


| — Ei she heard gunshots coming from the back yard. She could not see what was 
going on and did not understand why the deputies were shooting. 


kaid he could not see the back yard from where he was. He heard one gunshot, 
followed by numerous other shots being fired, the later shots sounding much louder than the first 
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shot. 


ИШ... she could see the deputies in the back yard pointing their guns. She could not 
see what they were pointing their guns at. When the gunfire started she said she could see 
“sparks” coming out of the deputies guns and saw a bullet coming out of the barrel of one of the 
guns. Hsia she thought approximately five gunshots were fired. 


HR said she had been sleeping when пег: and got her out of bed and took 
her outside. She did not see the shooting. When the shooting started, she first thought it was 
fireworks going off, she then realized it was gunfire. 


SUBJECT STATEMENT 
HECTOR REYES 


Suspect Reyes said he and his И had been going through marital problems lately and that 
he had been drinking. He admitted that he had consumed six beers on the night of the incident. 
He said he got the gun he had from a drawer in the bedroom and told his һе had a gun and 
was going to kill himself in order to get her to give in to his side of the argument. He did not 
show the firearm to her. He realized his had called the police and, having been arrested for 
domestic violence in 1996, did not want to go to jail again. He decided to hide in the shed in the 
back yard. 


Suspect Reyes said the deputies found him in the back yard shed and asked if he had a firearm. 
He called to the deputies that he had a .25. He said the deputies pulled the shed door open as far 
as they could and told him to put the gun outside the shed on the ground. Suspect Reyes said he 
tried to put the gun down but could not reach the door from where he was seated. As he was 
reaching out of the shed and attempting to put the gun down, he heard one of the deputies yell 
that he saw a gun. Suspect Reyes said he let go of the gun and, as he did, he heard numerous gun 
shots and felt bullets striking the shed. He felt one of the bullets strike him in the leg. He called 
out to the deputies that he had been hit. The deputies stopped shooting and called for him to 
come out of the shed. Suspect Reyes complied and was taken into custody without further 
incident. 


Suspect Reyes concluded by saying he acted out of desperation and that the situation just got out 


of hand that night. He apologized for his actions saying it was never his intention to harm the 
deputies who contacted him in his back yard. 
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
